It was pointed out that under the 
present system should a tourist 
be picked up on a speeding charge 
he is sometimes faced with the 
hardship of staying over for two 
or three days until his case comes 
up. The police committee were in¬ 
structed to look into the matter 
of some plan whereby these peo¬ 
ple could be fined at the time and 
allowed to proceed on their 
juorney. 

Correspondence brought a reply 
from the Director of Assessments 
in regards the lowering of assess¬ 
ments in the Improvement Dis¬ 
trict with the result that the town 
school requisition climbed by $4,- 
000 whereas the I. D. dropped $1,- 
000. Various aspects of the injust¬ 
ice were considered such as West 
Coleman residents being equally 
as far from the centre of the town 
as those people residing in East 
Coleman, yet they must pay the 
higher assessment of the town un¬ 
der the present arrangement. Por¬ 
tions of the letter and statements 


were not presenting a dear enough 
picture for the council, therefore 
the secretary was Instructed to 
write asking that these matters be 
clarified. 

Clean up in Coleman promises 
to be a big event this year, with 
the council setting aside the pe¬ 
riod Mar l to 22 m the usual 

clean up period. In addition to 

the service supplied by the town 
as in past years, it is expected that 
the fire department will carry 
out an extensive campaign. 

The police report was read and 
accepted, showing 83 complaints 
received and attended to, and 99 
warnings issued. $144 in fines 
were collected under the High¬ 
way Traffic Act and the Liquor 
Control Act. In conjunction with 
this report the chief recommend¬ 
ed that no parking signs be placed 
in front of the fire hall. The mat¬ 
ter of signs or the establishing of 
a fire lane will be considered by 
the police committee.

For the third month in succession Manitoba's production 
of crude oil topped the 100,000-barrel mark in January. In 
that month total production was 106,801 barrels, down some¬ 
what from the December high of 114,059 barrels but higher 
than the November total of 102,801 barrels. In January last 
year total production was 43,091 barrels.

Up to the end of January Mani¬ 
toba oil wells had produced a 
total of 881,947 barrels of crude. 
By now the millionth barrel has 
likely been produced. 

Cold weather in January as well 
i allowables held down produc¬ 
tion somewhat. With new higher 
allowables in effect and with new 
wells coming into production, 
March figures should be consider¬ 
ably higher than December's 
record. 

At the end of January Mani¬

set up spawn camps at Lac 
Ronge and Stoney Rapids this 
spring to collect pike, pickerel and 
Arctic Grayling eggs for plant¬ 
ing purposes, Director A. H. Mac¬ 
Donald said here. 

He stated that Fisheries Of¬ 
ficer D. Snell had already gone to 
La Ronge to begin setting up 
spawn camp facilities on Potato 
River. Eggs collected by 
branch will be hatched in its 
Fort Qu’Appelle hatchery, and 
the fry will then be stocked in 
water areas where natural spawn¬ 
ing conditions are inadequate. 

This will be the fifth year the 
fisheries branch has set up 
spawn camp for grayling at Stony 
Rapids. Mr. MacDonald said that 
to date approximately 6,000,000 
grayling fry and fingerlings have 
been planted 


to 3,697 barrels. 

Biggest single producer in Jan¬ 
uary was Canadian Superior's 
Thomson 15-32 in the Virden- 
Daly field. Second biggest was 
Canadian Pipe Lines Producers’ 
well Cruickshank No. 5 with 3,523 
barrels. Close behind were Cana¬ 
dian Superior’s Thomson 9-32 with 
3,426 barrels and Thomson 16-32 
with 3,288 barrels and California 
Standard's Daly Prov.

In the Virden-Roselea field the

barrels. A new producer, B.A. 
Union Grose 3-27 was close with 
2,423 barrel^. Eight other wells 
in this field each produced well 
rev 2,000 barrels. 

The only wildcat in the province 
to produce more than 1,000 bar¬ 
rels during January was Calstan 
Scalion Prov. 3-11 with 2,151 bar¬ 
rels. Canadian Devonian Hepburn 
No. 1 produced 602 barrels and 
Calstan Whitewater 12-16 gave 
729 barrels. 

A summary of February pro¬ 
duction shows 19 new producers 
—10 in the Virden-Daly field, 
three in the Virden-Roselea and 
six wildcats. Three wildcats were 
abandoned.

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WHAT HAPPENED TO THAT COAL POLICY ? 


(Reprinted from .The Calgary Herald) 

IT WOULD BE foolish, naturally, to suggest that 
* the Alberta coal industry at the moment pre¬ 
sents a cheerful picture; it does not. But it is im¬ 
portant to distinguish between impending disaster 
(which has been somewhat irresponsibly predicted 
in various quarters) and from unexpected adjust¬ 
ment to the conditions of a smaller market. 

The provincial government’s plan to provide 
transitional help in order to minimize the discom¬ 
fort of those most directly affected by the read¬ 
justment — i.e., the miners now out of work — is 
in the main sensible in that its objective is to en¬ 
able them to find other means of making a living. 
There are other aspects of the plan which are less 
sensible, and we propose to discuss them in more 
detail later; for the present, our purpose is to ex¬ 
amine the present state of the industry and en¬ 
deavor to put it in perspective. 

Faced with declining markets and with com¬ 
petition from petroleum products which, in many 
cases it has no conceivable way of beating, the 
industry is engaged in retrenchment. In other words 
it is adjusting its capacity to the foreseeable de¬ 
mand and making every possible reducton in its 
overhead The Coleman Collieries for example, can 
produce as much coal with a reduced force of just 
over 500 men as they produced last year with 817 
men, and a management which continued to em¬ 
ploy 817 men at a loss when it could probably make 
a profit with 500 or so, would be rashly irrespon¬ 
sible, and betraying the best interests not only of 


the owners but of the men it employed. It is clearly 
better to have a few mines operating at a profit 
than a great many more operating at a loss. 

There has been much exaggeration of the 
amount of federal assistance which the Western 
mines have received. The maximum subvention paid 
on any coal shipped to Ontario is now $3.50 a-ton, 
and the amount is lower for coal shipped over 
shorter distances. The whole federal subvention 
paid last year, when spread over the total pro¬ 
duction of Alberta and Eastern B. C. mines, 
amounted to 11 cents a ton. This can scarcely be 
described as subsidization on a lavish scale 

From the national viewpoint, however, coal is 
a strategic reserve of great importance, and there 
is a strong case to be made out for measures to 
keep the coal industry in being, against the day 
when the nation may stand in sore need of its 
own supplies. Once abandoned, coal mines cannot 
be re-opened overnight, and considered purely as a 
strategic resource — quite apart from the labor it 
employs — the western coal industry must be kept 
alive. Little bits of help here and there are not 
good enough; what is needed is a clear and co¬ 
herent national policy, formulated by the federal 
government, to maintain the western mines at a 
healthy level of activity. The cost, in national 
terms, would not be great, and the returns would 
come in the form of a coal industry, in being, which 
could meet the nation’s needs whenever those 
needs arise And it seems to us that the time for 
action along these lines has come.

Fire Department 
Ready To Check 
Homes For Hazards 

Fire-safe housekeeping is a sure 
way to prevent home fires, says 
Fire Chief Montalbetti. 

Chief Montalbetti explained that 
fire hazards in the home can be 
controlled through good house¬ 
keeping practices and the mem¬ 
bers of the fire department will 
be happy to assist any household¬ 
er who wants to learn exactly 
what’s safe and what’s not. 

He urged householders to take 
advantage of the department’s 
home inspection program now, 
during Spring clean-up week. 

Home inspections by uniformed 
firemen are being promoted every¬ 
where by the International As¬ 


sociation of Fire Chiefs, according 
to Chief Montalbetti. The pur¬ 
pose is to uncover fire hazards, 
not to search for violations of 
regulations. The fireman making 
an inspection determines what 
hazards exist and recommends 
ways of eliminating them in ord¬ 
er to protect the house and its 
occupants. 

The program is voluntary on the 
part of the householder, Chief 
Montalbetti said, and it really 
pays off. A number of communi¬ 
ties have substantially cut the loss 
of life and property from fire 
through home inspections 

1. —-Are your dust mops safely 
cared for and oily rags kept in 
safe metal containers? 

2. —Do you keep your home tools 
machinery, motors and appliances 
serviced and clean? 

3. —Do you use 16 ampere fuses 

. . and do you promptly re¬ 
place worn or damaged cords? 

4 —Do you jceep weathered sur¬ 
faces in and out of the house 
painted . . . and do you remove 
and replace old, rotting wood and 
fencing? 

5.—Do you have plenty of well 

designed ash trays always handy 


for smokers? 

6-—Is your roof in good repair; 
is it protected by fire-resistant 
asphalt shingles, metal slate, tile 
or asbestos roofing? 

7. —Do you co-operate with 
charity drives for paper and trash; 
salvage your cast off clothing, fur¬ 
niture, etc., or contribute it to 
rummage sales (don’t forget to 
tie papers in neat bundles) ? 

8. —Do you have your chimney 
and heating system cleaned at 
least once a year?

A recent interview with Louis 
and Jack Jackman, merchants at 
Plum Coulee, reveals that two of 
the most unique grain elevators in 
southern Manitoba operated at 
Plum Coulee and Rosenfeld Just 
before the turn of the last century. 

According to the Jackman 
brothers, Barney Alt, now de¬ 
ceased, was in charge of a Lake 
of the Woods horse-driven eleva¬ 
tor at Plum Coulee for several 
years following his transfer to 
that village from Gretna in 1892. 

Both Louis and Jack, perhaps 
because they were young boys at 
the time, have vivid recollections 
of old “Tom,” the horse hitched 
to a long beam which in tum was 
fastened to a drive shaft, trudging 
in endless circles elevating the 
farmers’ grain. 

“Old Tom never suffered while 
Barney had him,” Jack said, 
“Barney kept him fat as butter, 
but for some reason or other old 
Tom committed suicide.” Appar¬ 
ently the horse opened its own 
throat with a shpd hoof and bled 
to death. He was replaced by a 
blind horse named “Joker.” 

Louis recalls riding Tom to 
Rosenfeld, where the other horse- 
driven elevator was in operation, 
several times for the handsome 
wage of 50 cents. 

“It cost me 20 cents to come 
back on the train, but I still made 
30 cents on the deal,” Louis said. 

Both men clearly remember the 
construction of the Ogilvie eleva¬ 
tor, with Louis having been instru¬ 
mental in the erection of the tall 
smokestack. He assisted the 
riveter at a rate of 50 cents a 
day, which seems to have been a 
set wage for Louis in those days. 

Jack and Louis Jackman, aged 
61 and 58 respectively, were both 
born and raised in Plum Coulee. 
Although they are not the oldest 
Plum Coulee residents, they have 
lived in that village longer than 
any other person residing there 
today.—The Altona Echo.

Prowse objected to the bill on 
grounds that it did not include 
Aalborg’s earlier statement in the 
house that the emergency teacher 
training course would last a mini¬ 
mum of six weeks. Aalborg re¬ 
plied that he had been ’’quite 
definite” about the length of the 
course. Prowse then charged: “If 
you are so definite, why doesn’t it 
say so in the bill?” 

Earlier, two Calgary members 
charged that the bill was a “say 
nothing” measure. Prog.-Con. Paul 
Brecken, a former vice-principal 
termed it “the bill of the great 
unknown”. Liberal Hugh John 
MacDonald, a lawyer, said it was 
a “half baked bill” which did not 
indicate the minister’s intentions. 
“This bill had gone through a 26 
hour debate on second reading, the 
longest debate of the session. The 
opposition charged that it would 
lower the education standards of 
the province by putting so-called 
“six-week wonders” into competi¬ 
tion with qualified teachers. The 
government, however, maintained 
that the purpose of the short 
course was to fill 200 empty class¬ 
rooms where qualified teachers 
could not be maintained. 

Later in the afternoon the fire¬ 
works broke loose into a man-to¬ 
man verbal battle between Premier 
E. C. Manning and Opposition 
Leader Prowse over the govern¬ 
ment’s gas export policy. The ar¬ 
gument came when the house was 
giving third reading to a bill to 
set up a province wide gas trunk 
pipeline system to feed the soon- 
to-be constructed, transcontinent¬ 
al gas pipeline and to supply do¬ 
mestic markets. 

The Manning - Prowse battle, 
which was the hottest of the en¬ 
tire session, followed a proposed 
amendment to delay the pipeline 
bill by MacDonald, who said that 


With The 
LEGISLATURE 

The second session of the !2th 
Alberta legislature was prorogued 
following a final sitting Thursday 
night last. Thursday afternoon 
featured two of the stormiest de¬ 
bates of the 36 day meeting. Lieu¬ 
tenant-Gov. J. J. Bowlen gave 
royal assent to 76 bills at the 
closing. This gave the government 
a total of 121 legislation bills 
passed out of the 122 introduced. 
One bill was retracted. 

The 1954 session, which began 
February 18, wound up in a maze 
of charges and counter-charges 
during the debate on final read¬ 
ing of two of the bills. There was 
a definite feeling of unrest all 
through the final sitting as Lib¬ 
eral, Progressive - Conservatives 
and C.CP. opposition members 
rapped questions and charges at 
the Social Credit government. The 
engines broke open as Bill 101, 
setting up an emergency teacher- 
training program was being given 
clause by clause study by the com¬ 
mittee of the whole assembly be¬ 
fore third and final reading. 

The break came when opposi¬ 
tion leader N. Harper Prowse ask¬ 
ed deputy speaker James Hartley 
four times for recognition to ask 
a question of education minister 
A. O. Aalborg. Hartley gave re¬ 
cognition, but disallowed the ques¬ 
tion because he said it did not 
refer to the clause of the bill un¬ 
der study at the time. Prowse stay¬ 
ed on his feet and said his quest¬ 
ion did not pertain to any clause 
of the bill, but to something not 
in the bill which he thought 
should have been included. Hart¬ 
ley replied that such a question 
could be asked after the bill had 
been studied and was ready for 
third reading. 


the bill failed to guarantee the 
rights of consumers and should be 
okayed by the supreme court of 
Canada before passing the pro¬ 
vincial house because he doubted 
its constitutional validity under 
the BNA Act which defines pro¬ 
vincial and federal authority. 

When MacDonald sat down af¬ 
ter the amendment was defeated, 
Manning commented: "Now that 
the Honorable member for Cal¬ 
gary has read the text of his next 


political broadcast, let’s get on 
with the bill.” Prowse jumped to 
his feet and said Manning’s at¬ 
titude was “clear indication of his 
disregard for the rights of con¬ 
sumers.” 

Manning counter - charged — 
“Nothing but the lowest, cheap¬ 
est type of political manoeuver- 
ing.” Prowse termed Mannng “A 
master of evasion.” The premier 
said Prowse had commitfceed the 
"biggest disservice to the develop¬ 


ment of export markets for Al¬ 
berta oil and gas,” by his orig¬ 
inal opposition to any export of 
gas from the province. 

Less controversial government 
legislation passed at the session 
included a record estimated ex¬ 
penditure of $205,000,900 in the 
<1954-55 budget, a new 157-page 
municipal act, the longest bill of 
the session, consolidating amend¬ 
ment of the Labor Act and last- 
minute legislation to provide not 


more than $100,000 to rehabili¬ 
tate 600 jobless coal miners.
